About as 
much, dear poetess, aa you, when you 
have that look uf>on your face, are 
thinking of the summation of infinite 
series of hatabolic motaboly. 


Lot us first analyze a little the ele- 


ments in the picture of the universe 
painted on our own minds. 
It is a har- 


mony in space and time. 
You think of 


a thing as a form having a position in 
what you call space, and clmnging as 
the minutes, hours and days slip by. 
The human world is a world of pict- 
ures; our memories are sight images 
that we raise from the sleep in our 
bruins for a little while. 
We seem to 


live, at the back of our eyes. The human 
world is a vi si ble universe par excellence. 


lint sine-.; the days of liishop Uerkeley 


we have come to perceive more and 
more distinctly that the eye sees so 
clearly, not by its own virtue, but as 
the result of the education afforded it 
by our hands. At first the world of the 
child must be a flat confusion of shapes, 
which it learns to interpret by the 
movement of its hands over the forms 
it sees. The vision is at first without 
depth, without relief, without model- 
ing, or atmosphere. 
Prof. Preyer's lit- 


tle boy, many months old, tried to 
snatch the lamp in a railway carriage 
several feet beyond arm's length. 


Those born blind who at a later p.go 


have been restored to their sight by 
medical skill, und who conse<|ucnll3' 
have not learned to connect sight and 
touch impressions, fancicdall the tilings 
they saw touched their eyes. 
Indeed 


it is one. of the elementary teachings of 
psychology that, our perception of space 
in our vision of the world comes to us 
through our fingers. 


And the lion has no fingers. Neither 


do the eat, the dog, and the horse pos- 
possess these necessary media to a nice 
discrimination of shapes and position. 
The horse, with its digits imprisoned in 
a horny hoof, is in a particularly bad 
case. Jt is impossible to believe that 
the painting on the eye of these creat- 
ure? is interpreted by them with any- 
thing like the delicacy or truth that we 
can attribute to what we seo. 
More- 


over, a certain "yellow spot of distinct 
vision" common to us and ihe apes is 
absent; from their eyes. 


The horse frequently seems to use his 


eyes independently of each other, un- 
doubtedly the majority of animals do 
so; how then can we imagine in their 
case, for a moment, such a single pict- 
ure of a world as we in our waking 
moments look out upon? A few simple 
experiments with a cat will convince 
anyone thrxt she cannot distinguish a 
hand, with empty fingers, held toward 
her from one containing any not too 
odoriferous edible. 
A bull makes no 


distinction between the display of a 
red pocket handkerchief and the shed- 
ding of blood. 


And while the animal may not. and 


in all probability docs not, refer its 
world to a spaced picture and think in 
visible images as we do, there is no 
doubt that in other resects its sensa- 
tions may have a definition of mental 
value quite unknown to the equivalent 
sense in ourselves. 
We may "carry 


faces to the heavens" anil stalk about 
the temporary lords of Hie world, but 
for all that our nosus are poor things. 


The human nose is an apologetic 


pimple compared with the magnificent 
organ of the horse or dog. 
Our sense 


of .smell is, when contrasted with our 
sight and hearing, singularly undis- 
criniinating. 
We can arrange sounds 


into series; wo know 
}•', is between C 


and F; wo appreciate octavos ami har- 
monics. Similarly we can put the colors 
into order, decide upon the amount, of 
blue in a. purple and get almost to emo- 
tion at the sight of .1 while star in Iho 
blue of the summer twilight, or of 
the amber sunlight glinting between 
the blades of grass. 


liut this serial arrangement, this sort- 


ing and selective choice, is entirely bo- 
yond our rudimentary sense of smell. 
To us the idea of the scent of the violet 
luting a rich harmony or tile suggestion 
that the frying of onions is a discord or 
thnt patchouli and the new-mown hay 
are pleasant things in different times 
and keys sounds utter nonsense. 
Our 


noses are entirely too dull to effect the 
analysis necessary before scents can be 
distinguished as complex and sorted 
and rccombined so as to be made an 
[esthetic pleasure. 


]>ut with the animals we havn named 


all thU is different. 
Half tin: head of a 


horse or adult do;,' is nose. 
It is proba- 


ble, therefore, that the dog's mind is 
based essentially on 
impressions of 


smell. 
He perceives the crafty (j'lvsscs 


through all disguises thai hide'him'i'rom 
human detection, sniffs hhr., and is 
satislinl. 
The stories of the faithful 


dog crawling to his mastcr'spioture and 
licking the boots of it, show r. lamenta- 
ble want of imagination—even of com- 
mon observation.

The first thing which most attracts

bowlders instead of marbles, and play

[int things stranger still 


would happen. We know that if a body 
be once set in motion it will continue 
moving forward, if not stopped by some 
external force: 
Thus,

moon and further, were it not for the 
attraclion of the earth, which very 
soon pulls him down again. 
Uut on 


the little planet Ceres this force is so 
small that a boy might leap to a:i enor- 
mous height before the attraction would 
check his ascent. 
Jumping over a 


housetop would be as easy as playing 
leap-frog, while a good juniper would 
think- nothing of clearing, with a short 
run, tho tower of the new city hall. 
Staircases might 1>2 abolished, for even 
a stout old lady could easily jump in at 
a third-story window. 
The raugo of 


projectiles would be. increased iu pro- 
jiortton. 
Ha by could hurl his rattle 


intoCounc.il H luffs, and, in the event of 
a war with Chile, an ensign at. Fort 
Omaha, with a Krupu gun, could de- 
fend San Francisco against the invader. 
Nor have we yet exhausted the won- 
ders of Ceres. 


We can imagine how uncomfortable 


it must be for a fat man of 'Ma pounds' 
weight to walk, run or exert himself. 
lint transport him to our queer little 
friend Ceres, and he is at once at ease. 
in a moment ho becomes fifty times 
lighter than he was — as light, in fact, 
as a kitten — and he may proceed, if lie 
pleases, to astonish the acrobatic na- 
tives of the planet by gymnastic ex- 
ploits far surpassing even their own. 
Muscular exertion 
there 
goes fifty 


times as far as it docs here; and the ex- 
ploits men are capable of achieving 
there must surpass the wildest flights 
of fancy and the most exaggerated vis- 
ions of fairyland. 
Stronger than tho 


vanquished Titans of old, fetters of 
iron would be to them as threads of 
gossamer. 
Like

The officials, high 
and low, are supjioseu to II-OVITU accord- 
ing to established customs and lo a good 
code of laws founded on the prccepTs of 
Confucius. 
Hut there is no strong na- 


tional sentiment. 
Tiie empire, is an ag- 


gregation of states, with few of the 
connecting links by which, in the multi- 
form corporate life of the west, prov- 
ince is knit to province. 
China leads a

.separated irom each other by spoken

Tiie 


means of communication aro slow and 
costly. 
There is no highiy-vuali.'.ed 


energy throbbing from one end of tho 
land to tho other. Tho blood circulates 
very slowly through the corporate bo;iy. 
Strong elan jealousies and mutual dis- 
trust keep tho people apart and force- 
them to live a sectional, disjointed life. 


The 
Chinese system of government 


lacks entirely the progressive und uni- 
fying element of popular election. Tho 
people, have no voice in the choice 01 
their rtilers, and tins rulers consider tlio 
people as so many sheep to !«_• ileeeed. 
The ollicisvls are paid starvingiy low 
salaries, and many oth'cos are openly 
bought. Corruption and o.xtorti >n uiay, 
therefore, be said to be almost sanc- 
tioned, thu only restraint being tha 
dread of insurrection am! the power of 
guilds, clans, and socretsoeieties. There

protection from robbers 


and pirates, many villages preferring

THE PUEBLO INDIANS- 


A Tribe That Bean the Imprew of An 


Ancient Civilization. 


Tew of us, should we ever give it a 


thought, have more than a vague 
idea of what exists in New Mexico 
and Arizona that could ever interest 
us, and even the California tourist 
who rides in a Pullman coach over 
these territories gets no more than a 
passing glimpse of the quaint and j 
curious things which here exist. 


But over any one who will s]xmd a 


few months in this land of sunshine 
and soft mountain breezes, there will 
steal a charm, a buoyant yet restful 
feeling of body and spirit, and in this 
mood it is n pleasure to study the 
quaint and primitive people who for 
generations untold have lived and 
died, have waged bitter' warfare 
against invaders, have built, tlieir 
curious homes and villages, tilled the 
ground and tended their flocks obliv- 
ious of the great.world lying to the 
eastward,from which the overlapping 
waves of immigration were destined 
to carry a new civilization to their 
very midst. 
This people, is most 


ixjrfectly represented to-day by the 
Pueblo Indians who l>ear in feature 
and habits the imprint of a civiliza- 
tion which has left, behind no history 
save a few tangled legends and scat- 
tered remains of tlieir handiwork 
carved in enduring rock or clay. 


The Pueblos, as their name indi- 


cates, are village fudians or com- 
munists. Selecting some command- 
ing point they have constructed their 
compact little cities of adobe houses 
and seldom do they wander a, day's 
journey distant. These villages are 
scattered over the two territories 
named, and where they are in prox- 
imity to white settlements they have 
imbilMHl more American habits and 
improvements than their Mexican 
neighbors. In feature and dress they 
are easily distinguishable from the 
savage tribes. In facial appearance 
the rough-cut prominent features of 
the. latter arc absent, and instead a 
round, smooth outlined countenance 
set with a pair of clear, intelligent 
eyes and an abnostever present smile 
stamps; them at once as the simple, 
innocent and childlike [>eople they 
are, 
always ready to welcome, to 


tlieir homes those whose friendship 
is assured, in the most musical of 
Spanish and with ;x grace nnd cour- 
tesy that would honor more regal 
surroundings. The visitor is always 
given an opportunity to purchase 
any quantity of pottery or silver 
ornaments of native manufacture, 
but if a bargain is struck the pur- 
chaser must IK: provided with silver- 
coin to the amount named or no sale 
will be made. A $20 bill has no more 
charms to a Pueblo than n sheet of 
writing paper, and of gold they have 
too indistinct an idea of values to 
make its use as a circulating medium 
common. In short they are first, 
last and always in favor of the free 
coinage of silver. 


Their occupation and 
modes of 


living is a pleasant study. I'ound 
about their villages or along an 
adjacent stream may bo found their 
farms, vineyards and orchards while 
tlieir sheep and cattle feed on 
flic 


surrounding uplands. 
They grow 


considerable crops of wheat and 
corn and raise bushels of fine fruits, 
nil through the aid of irrigation. 
Each village has a governor who 
directs the labors of his people anil 
settles their differences. 
He and the 


local priest are the ruling powers. 


In dress the men wear a loose 


tunic and trousers of white cotton 
cloth, moccasins, Jiband of red clotlt 
about, the head and a striped woolen 
blanket, usually of Mavnjo make, 
thrown about the shoulders. The 
women are more picturesquely clad. 
In addition to a garb of cotton cloth 
not unlike that worn by the men, 
they wind about, thebody in graceful 
folds a black woolen cloth draiwd 
also to form a short skirt. The 
lower limbs from the knees to the 
ankles arc encased in finely tanned 
sheep-skin 
with the, wool turned 


inside, giving them a ]>eculiarly einn- 
iM-rsome walk. 
All present a far
